It is a well-recognised prinviple of legialation
that & representative can properly present
any petition siguned by a portion of his con-
stituente, even if he disapproves of the mea-
sure asked for, provided the petition is
conched in respectful language. Oa this
prinoiple it was anot uncommon ocourrence
for Demooratioc Sena ors from Peunsylvania,
in bygone years, to present the petitions of
anti-slavery societies, for.the abolition of
glavery, to the United States Sasnate. Bat
aven this practice was frequently, it not
u sually,accompanied by an explicit disavowal
of sympathy with the object of the petitionsrs
when the subject-matter was of suflicient
importance to attract serions attention.

We see no good reason why the practice of
pregenting petitions to oblige constituents
should be extended to the presemtation of
bills. It is doing rather too muoh to “‘oblige
Benaon" to assume the paternity of proposed
measures in this comparatively advanced
gtage. It seems fair to assume that when a
memberof a parliamentary body presents a bill,
that he really desires its psssage, nnless he
explioitly announces his hoatility. Bat it
appears to be the practice at Harrisharg for
members to introduce measures of any desorip-
tion, under the happy conscionsness that they
are perfectly free to claim reward aud credit
or to disclaim all responsibility, sccording to
the final fate of their bauntlings.
